John Hun- 
cook and Samuel Adams, bodied forth 
in marble at Lexington, are less con- 
spicuous objects thun is tlie minute 
man who keeps -natch sit Concord. 
He was the type, the soul of the Rev- 
olution, and the volunteer was the 
spirit, the idea of the rebellion, or 
rather the struggle for freedom, as 
^e prefer to call it. The grenadier 
who never faltered, and the old gnnrd 
who never surrendered, outlast Na- 
poleon ; and so the American volun- 
teer will survive \vliea Grant und 
Sherman and Sheridan will have 
been forgotten. 


A HAD 


We fail to see the object of the 


managers of the Virginia and Trnckee 
Railroad in refusing to allow a mes- 
senger of the Virginia Chronicle or 
any other paper to board their trains 
for the purpose of obtaining a list of 
the passengers' name for publica- 
tion, for the information of the pub- 
lic. An employe of the company— 
the baggage-man, we believe— has 
for a long time been furnishing this 
list to, the Chronicle at 812 50 per 
month. Last week this person no- 
tified the Chronicle that hereafter be 
would charge double the old price 
for furnishing the list. He was told 
that his demand would be submitted 
to the proprietor of the paper, and 
he went off about his business. Nest 
day the list was not sent to the office, 
and a special messenger was then 
employed by the Chronicle to board 
the train at Gold Hill every morning 
and take up the names. He boarded 
the train in pursuance of orders from 
the Chronicle office, and began taking 
the 
names. 
Conductor 
Verrill 


stopped him, and committed a tech- 
nical assault by taking hold of the 
messenger's shoulder and insisting 
that he should sit down. The con- 
ductor said that he was acting under 
the orders of Yerington, the Superin- 
tendent. 
The Chronicle says the 


question at issue is simply this: 
"When a man pays his fare to ridu 
from Gold Hill to Virginia City, has 
he the right to ask a fellow passen- 
ger's name and pencil it down? If 
he has the right to do this in a single 
instance, he has the right to do it in 
all cases." We think the Virginia 
and Truckse Railroad is following a 
very bad example — the one set by 
the Central Pacific Railroad in ex- 
cluding the Union from its trains. 
The principle is the same in both 
oases, and if the V. & T. R. R. per- 
sist in such a practice, it may find 
after awhile that it too had better 
withdraw from politics.

HOW MANY FARMERS LIVE. 


The 
State 
of 
Massachusetts, 


through her Board of Health, has 
been looking a little after the farmers 
of that State, and with regard to the 
diet of the farmers' families, pub- 
lishes the following astounding re- 
port: 


1—Good bread is scarce. 
2—There is too little variety in 


food. 


3—Meat is apt to be fried. 
4—Baked beans and salt pork too 


generally used. 


5—Pastry and cakes are used to an 


injurious extent. 


6—Too little time is allowed for 


meals 


7—Coffee and tea are too freely 


used. 


8—Water is used to excess. 
The Board of Health make the fol- 


lowing suggestions: 


"There should he more fresh and 


less salt meat; less frying and more 
boiling, broiling and roasting; a 
greater variety of vegetables and 
truits; loss pies and cakes; more well 
kneaded bread, raised with yeast; 
less tea. 


"It is a somewhat singular fart 


that farmers Ine so little upon their 
own productions. They semi their 
fresh vegetables, finits, epgs, and 
poultry, to market, iu,d hve them- 
selves upon salt poik, pies and saler- 
atus. 


"The poor cooking which prevails, 


doubtless results horn hurry—frying 
requires but little time mid "skill." s.il- 
eiMtus bread can be made in a jiffy, 
and the bread and pa>try we eat are 
heavy and sodden, because kneading 
requires time."

the Lyon County Times, will usher 
in the centennial of a day memorably 
dear to the heart of every true Amer- 
ican citizen— the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. 
No matter in what clime, un- 


der what sun, on laud or sea — where- 
ever the starry folds kiss the air of 
Freedom— there and then shall be 
found worshipful devotees at the 
shrine of Liberty, who will bless the 
day and the memories which it brings 
back from buried centuries. 
Fitter 


pens than ours shall write its history, 
fitter tongues shall sing songs of a 
great nation's birth, and we are con- 
tent to give the account of the Battle 
of Bunker Hill, as it has been handed 
down to us in history: 


On the evening of June 16th, Col. 


Prescott received orders to fortify 
Bunker Hill, but General Putnam, 
who had command of the expedition. 
finding Breed's Hill more suitable, 
the requisite fortifications were rap- 
idly thrown up on that height. 
The 


British were unconscious of the en 
terprise until moruiug, when their 
ships of war, floating batteries, and 
the guns of Cupp's Hill t>i.en»il a 
severe firp on the Americans 
At one 


o'clock the troops under Howe landed 
in Charlestown, and were soon ufter 
reinforced, which swelled their num- 
ber to about 5,000 men, with six 
field pieces. 
The British troops 


were well equipped and officered, 
possessed all the advantages of strict 
dicipline, and were by no means dis- 
trustful of the issue of the contest. 
The American army on the other 
hand, having been hastily ealled to- 
gether, was composed of men who 
had few ideas of military combiua 
tions, and whose weapons were gen- 
erally fowling-pieces without bayo- 
nets, but who were all animated'by 
ono spirit. 
Their leaders were be'- 


loved and respected by them, and 
were men of tried truth and nerve; 
Putnam, Stark, Pomeroy, Warren 
aud Prescott, men whose names yet 
call a glow iato the bosom of every 
patriot. The provincial troops num- 
bered perhaps 2,000 men, with two 
field pieces. "Don't fire," said Put- 
nam to his men, "till yon can see the 
whites of their eyes." 
The British 


approached unmolested till within 
close gun-shot, when the tremendous 
tire of the provincials drove them 
back with great slaughter. 
In the 


second attack Charlestown was set 
on fire and burned to the groun.l, 
adding its rugiug flames to other 
horrors of the battle-scene. As the 
amunition of the Americans was 
nearly exausted, the third attack car- 
ried the redoubt, although the pro- 
vincials reseated the British with the 
butt-end of their muskets, and slow- 
ly retreated from the hill. 
The 


Americans lost 115 killed (among 
them Gen. Warren), 305 wounded, 
anil 30 were made prisoners. 
The 


British lostl,054in killed aud wound- 
ed. 
As the Americana retreated 


across Bunker Hill, General Putnam 
used every exertion to rally them. 
He commanded, begged, cursed and 
swore like a madman. "Halt! Make 
a stand here!" he cried: "we ran 
cheek them yet. 
In God's name 


form, and give them one shot more!" 
It is said that for the torrent of pro- 
fanity in which the brave old general 
indulged at this time, he ma,lea con- 
fession, after the war. before the 
church of which he was a member. 
"It was almost enough to make an 
angel svs ear," he said, "to see the 
cowards refuse to secure a victory so 
nearly won." But the undisciplined 
yeomanry were destitute of ammuni- 
tion; thrice had they repulsed a force
